S an F rancisco, November 17th.—J . C. 
Flood was to-day examined as a witness be­ 
fore a Notary Public in the case of Burke vb. 
Flood et al., the testimony as resumed being: 
The checks given by (Jon. Virginia to the Pa­ 
cific Mill Company were paid to him, and the 
amount entered on Flood & O’Brien’s books, 
Gayer, the book-keeper, keeping the ac­ 
counts ; Fair, as Superintendent of the Con. 
Virginia, signed the drafts iu favor of the 
mill company for working the ore*, and some­ 
times Mackay also ; the mill company kept 
no bank account in San Francisco, but did 
in Virginia City, at the Bank of California 
and at the agency of the Nevada Bank ; 
could not say that the Pacific Mill Company 
had sold bullion to the Carson M int; the 
bullion sent by it to the Nevada Bank was 
sold, and account of sales made to Gayer, 
and sometimes to Mackay and Fair -r don’t 
know who first suggested incorporating the 
mill company ; it was organized to mill Con. 
Virginia and other ores, but has milled some 
for Crown Point and Hale & Noreross ; the 
accounts here were all kept on Flood & 
O’Brien’s books, Mackay and Fair having a 
large interest. The Notary here required 
Mr. Flood to produce those books and ac­ 
counts fur examination, but met with a re­ 
fusal. Application will be made for an order 
of the Court to produce them. Flood stated 
that Elder was head aesayer for Con. Vir­ 
ginia. and Lowell is now Secretary of the 
Pacific Mill Company at Virginia City. 


Death of Judge Cowles. 
S an F rancisco, November 17ih.—Samuel 
Cowles, President of the San Francisco 
Savings Union, and formerly County Judge, 
died to-day. 
Libel Suit Ended—'Verdict of Not Guilty

Surveys and Soundings fill Id Killetf by 
a F all—An Indian M urderer—B rancbof 
the Irish Land League. 
P ortland. November 17th.—J. S. Pol- 
hemus, the United States Engineer who was 
detailed to make a survey of Yaquina bay 
and entrance, and preliminary soundings of 
the Coquille and Siuslaw rive», under the 
direction of Colonel G. L. Gillespie, Major 
of Engineers, has just completed his work. 
He makes the following report of the result 
of the survey of Yaquina bay: The outside 
bar is a reef running nearly north and south, 
but a safe entrance can he effected to the north 
or south of the reef. There are three channels 
through the bar. The north shows seven feet 
at extreme low water; the south, running close 
to Sandy Beach, shows Eeven feet, and the 
middle channel six feet. Just inside the bar, 
at the mid-channel buoy, there is a depth of 
fourteen feet, and the body of water connect­ 
ing the bay proper with the ocean deepens 
gradually to 29 feet. The channel in the 
bay runs near the north shore, and as 
far Bs Newport is 24 feet deep and from 330 
to C00 feet wide. Further up the bay the 
channel widens to 2,000 feet or more, 
and 
becomes 
slightly shallower at the 
head, where 18 feet is shown. All the 
figures for depth are at extreme low 
water. The tides, as marked at Newport 
wharf, show an average of eight feet. At the 
mout-h of the Siuslaw iiver there is a channel 
eight feet deep at low water, and the river 
inside shows eighteen to twenty-four feet in 
depth. The bar at the mouth of the Coquille 
has only three feet at low water, but inside 
there is ample water for vessels of small ca­ 
pacity, and abundance of fine timber within 
easy reach. 
A little son of John Wherm, who lives at 
Fairfield, Marion county, fell from a flight of 
stairs yesterday, and striking violently on the 
back of his head, was instantly killed. 
Lieutenant Upton has arrived at head­ 
quarters at Fort Vancouver, having in cus­ 
tody a Nez Pcrce mnrderer. The prisoner a 
few weeks sgo got drunk and entered the 
wigwam of We Nap Snoot, the Umatilla 
chief, and seizing a Ilenry rifle shot the In- 
diau dead. He then attempted to kill an­ 
other, but was prevented. The prisoner is a 
powerful fellow, savage and morose, and is 
kept heavily shacked. 
He will doubtless 
suffer the extreme penalty of the law.

O'Brien, and tell all they know ; and when 
this 
is 
done 
th e 
real 
principals 
will find th eir disguise penetrated. 
I t 
is beginning to be hinted th a t Philp, the 
alleged perpetrator of th e forgery, is m ed­ 
itatin g a confession. 
I t is said th a t he lias 
been discharged from Truth, and th a t he 
no longer finds his in terest in secrecy. 
I t 
is also intim ated th a t th e publisher of 
Truth, no doubt because he finds the 
ground sinking under his feet, professes to 
be no longer certain of th e genuineness of 
th e M orey letter. 
Probably he too may 
prefer telling w hat he knows to having it 
told against him by some of th e other con­ 
spirators. 
In short all th e signs point to 
such a collapse in th e plot as will leave 
th e arch-crim inals no concealm ent, and 
th is is unquestionably th e object aim ed at 
by th e prosecution. 
I t is not euough th at 
th e characterless instrum ents of the crim e 
should be identified and punished. 
The 
m en who planned and paid for th e fraud 
are the ones to be pursued th e m ost per­ 
sistently, and th eir trail we tru st will 
never be left until they have been hunted 
down. 


SITTING BULL. 


E ith er S ittin g B all does no t know his 
own m ind, or he lias been grievously m is­ 
represented of Lite. 
A few cay s ago it 
w as stated th a t he had declared his inten­ 
tion to surrender to G eneral M iles, his 
band being alm ost starving, and w ithout 
arm s 
or am m unition. 
N ow he is re­ 
ported as saying th a t he proposes to fight 
to th e last, and th a t he has not th e rem ot­ 
est idea of surrendering. 
Possibly S itting 
B ull believes th a t he has done too m uch 
m ischief to be forgiven, and therefore con­ 
siders th a t he m ight as well fight to the 
b itte r end as surrender and th en be shot. 
Indeed the experience of other Indian chiefs 
who have surrendered has been snch as not 
to encourage repetition of th a t conrse, for 
n ot • few of them have been killed sub­ 
sequently, and nnder circum stances very 
plainly suggestive of treachery on the p art 
of th e ir captors. 
I t w ould no doubt be 
w o rth a good deal lo induce S ittin g Bull 
to surrender quietly, for if he decides upon 
fighting it is very certain th a t he will give 
m uoh tro u b le to G eneral M iles before he is 
disposed of, and it is by no m eans assured 
th a t he can be surrounded. 


EDUCATION AND POLITICS. 


T here is a great deal of friction in oxr 
politice, and it is largely if n ot altogether 
due to defective popular education. 
P e r­ 
haps tw o-thirds of the hardest w ork done 
in political discussion is devoted to com­ 
batting m isapprehensions and exposing fal­ 
lacies propagated 
by demagogues, b u t 
which never could have obtained any hold 
upon th e public m ind had th e la tte r been 
prepared to appreciate th e value of ele­ 
m entary law s in all th e departm ents of 
governm ent. 
By far th e greatest p art of 
th e b itte r feeling w hich so constantly crops 
o u t in our political contentions m ay be 
traced to erroneous conceptions of princi­ 
ples w hich in them selves afford no more 
ground for such sentim ents th an do the 
law s of physical science. 
The m ost potent 
w ork of th e demagogue is done by {>er- 
suading th e ignorant th a t w hatever propo­ 
sitions it suits his purpose to oppose are ad­ 
vanced w ith sinister intent. 
By ascribing 
selfish or m alignant ends to his opponents, 
he excites th e prejudice of th e unthinking, 
aud so incapacitates them for judging is- 
Bues fairly. 
From the m om ent they be­ 
gin to believe in the reality of th e alleged 
selfish 
purpose 
of 
th e 
accused, 
they 
cease 
to 
bo 
open 
to 
rational 
con­ 
viction, 
and 
thenceforw ard 
are 
th e 
blind thrallB of cunning im postors. 
I t is 
evident th a t th is conld not be the case if 
tho people were enabled, by a broader and 
larger education, to discrim inate betw een 
scientific law s and principles, 
and the 
interested inventions of self-seekers. If for 
exam ple our schools tau g h t sound doctrine 
in relation to the science of governm ent, 
finance, 
fiscal 
policy, and so forth, it 
wonld be no longer possible for partisans 
to play w ith these subjects as they do, aud 
to delude the masses so easily by p utting 
forw ard th e mo3t crude and even propos 
terons theories on all related qnestions. 
Thcro are some topics in regard to which 
th e possession of constitutional definitions 
is by no means a blessing, moreover, for 
th e h ab it of setting up th e constitution as 
the be-all and the end-all of hum an wis­ 
dom 
tends 
to cram p and narrow* the 
understanding, and to prevent men from 
seeking the best m ethods of doing w hat­ 
ever has to he done. 
Obviously, in order 
to ascertain w hat is best, in governm ent as in 
everything else, the broadest generalizations 
ought to ba taken. 
The history of m an­ 
kind should be studied, and illustrations, 
exam ples and w arnings be draw n from the 
w orld’s archives. 
B ut a constitutional 
standard m ay frequently confine disenssiou 
to itself, and as a result retard th e devel­ 
opm ent of higher m ethods th an could have 
been attainable a t the tim e th e constitu­ 
tion was fram ed. 
It is, however, in con­ 
nection w ith the great questions of the 
tim e th a t the need of a fuller education is 
m ost clearly m anifested. 
V ic go on dis­ 
puting over settled pointH. sim ply because 
the inform ation of a large elem ent of our 
voters is so defective th a t they do not 
know the points arc settled. 
T his elem ent 
insists upon dealing w ith everything as 
new and undeterm ined, and it ¡3 encouraged 
by demagogues to believe th a t it is justified 
in so doing, aud is deterred from accepting 
th e assurances of th e b etter inform ed by­ 
being tolil th a t they are inspired by self­ 
ish m otives. 


T hus th e defenders of a sound currency 


have been denounced as “ G oldites” and 
“ bloated bondholders,” and it has been 
gravely alleged th a t all th eir aim was to 
plunder the masses. 
Thus the advocates 
of Freo T rade have been accused of being 
bribed w ith “ B ritish gold,” and all the 
evils of Protection have been th ru st out of 
sight by th e pretense th a t those who ex­ 
posed them were somehow "u n -A m eri- 
“ can.” In every euch case it w ill be found 
on reflection th a t the discussion has been 
diverted from questions of principle to 
considerations of prejudice, and th a t th e 
la tte r has been m ost easily and largely 
developed among th e least educated classes. 
Y et it is as certain as anything cau be 
th a t all these issues ought to be con­ 
sidered and determ ined from a scientific 
standpoint, 
since 
th ey 
are 
governed 
by 
law s 
as 
well 
ascertained 
aud 
as 
uniform 
in 
their 
operation 
as 
those w hich control physical phenomena. 
The idea th a t 
system s 
of taxation, of 
finance, of tariff, are liable to modifications 
caused by difference of geographical posi­ 
tion, or race, or other causes, is as irra­ 
tional as would bo the supposition th at 
the law s of being were different in various 
parts of the world. 
Like causes produce 
like effects uniform ly, aud this rale is 
w ithout exception. 
A realization of its 
universality wonld do m uch to dissipate 
th e absurdities w hich every political cam ­ 
paign produces so prolifically, and would 
enable th e country to advance much more 
rapidly tow ards reform in all directions, 
because it would clear th e ground a t the 
outset from illusions w hich paralyze pro­ 
gress at present. 
N or is it in poli­ 
tics 
alone th a t the prevalent w ant of 
sonnd elem entary instruction operates in ju ­ 
riously. 
I t reacts upon every phase of our 
social life. 
I t shelters charlatanism in 
medicine, in philosophy, in religion, in 
speculation of all kinds. 
I t plays into the 
hands of rogues and impostors. 
I t con­ 
stitu tes a perpetual im post upon ignorance, 
and it checks and hampers bensficcnt leg­ 
islation at every tu rn . 
The facility w ith 
which new “ ism s” are started, and, the 
hold which th ey obtain, testify to the 
failure of our educational system . 
On 
alm ost all im portant and really practical 
questions th e people have everything to 
learn after they begin active life, and the 
result is th at politics are a great school, in 
which th e blunders of our dunces cost us 
enorm ously, and where th e leeeons which 
ought to have been learned in childhood 
have to be painfully and Blowly m astered, 
amid distractions w hich vitiate their sig­ 
nificance, and 
under conditions which 
im pair th eir usefulness. 


SOUTHERN B0YC0TTISB. 


I t w ould appear th a t th e disposition to 
abandon solid South m ethods is not general 
throughout th a t region. A t least we judge 
so m nch frem th e alleged action of the ap­ 
propriately-nam ed “ Tiger C lu b ” of Green­ 
ville county, South Carolina, as detailed in 
our dispatches of yesterday. 
T his clnb 
seems to have been studying the peculiar 
tactics recently adopted in Ireland by the 
Land Leaguers, and which have already 
acquired the generic title, “ Boycottizing.” 
I C aptain B oycott, th e agent of Lord Erne, 
has been 
placed 
nnder 
taboo by the 
Leaguers. 
They have not only w ithdraw n 
all assistance from him , in th e w ork­ 
ing 
of 
th e 
estate, 
b u t 
have 
for­ 
bidden th e tradespeople to supply him 
or his household w ith anything. 
They 
have in fact p a t him in th e position of a 
beleaguered garrison, c attin g off the sup­ 
plies and sh u ttin g him o at from all in ter­ 
course w ith his kind. 
The Tiger C lnb of 
Greenville county appear disposed to utilize 
th is idea and apply it to South Carolina 
politics, for they are said to have adopted 
these resolutions: “ T h at from henceforth 
“ we pledge onrselves to discard any man, 
“ w hite or black, who voted w ith the Had- 
“ ical party, and th at we will c o t ren t our 


“ lands to orhavenpon onr prem ises such men 
“ u n til th ey prove th eir sincerity to honest 
“ governm ent and th e Dem ocratic party 
“ by words and deeds. 
T h a t we earnestly 
“ call upon the people of our oounty and 
“ S tate to join hands w ith us in th is m at- 
“ ter, as the only course for th e people to 
“ save the G overnm ent from corruption 
“ and fraud. 
T h at we beg th e citizens 
“ and m erchants of G reenville C ity to dis- 
“ charge from th e ir employ any w hite or 
“ black R adicals and till th eir places w ith 
“ D em ocrats. 
T h at w ediecounteuance any 
“ m an who will violate any of th e above 
“ resolutions, and consider him w anting in 
"lo y a lty to his party, and spot him as an 
“ enem y to good governm ent. 
T h at no 
“ tenants whom we m ay have on our places 
“ shall be allow ed to have in th eir em- 
“ ploy 
any 
w hite 
o r 
black 
Radical. 
“ T h at any 
voter 
a 
Btranger 
to 
us 
“ who m ay apply to ns for em ploym ent 
“ m ust produce satisfactory evidence th a t 
“ lie is a D em ocrat.” 
W e th in k it may 
be regarded as tolerably certain th a t these 
are genuine resolutions, since it is in the 
last 
degree 
im probable th a t 
any one 
w ould have fabricated them . 
They are, 
it is true, local only, and perhaps repre­ 
sent 
nothing more 
th an th e 
political 
bigotry of a little group of Bourbon fossils. 
T h at th ey should have been adopted a t all 
or anyw here, how ever, is rem arkable, and 
even regarded as an extrem e illustration 
of fanaticism , they indicate the existence of 
a condition of feeling in regard to politics 
w hich has long been impossible outside 
of th e Southern States. 
A nother pecu­ 
liarity ¡3 th a t th ey em anate from the 
victors in th e locality. 
T he Dem ocrats 
have carried South Carolina, and this is 
the use th ey propose to m ake of th eir vic­ 
tory. 
It G reenville county is a t all rep­ 
resentative tho country m ay congratulate 
itself again upon its escape from Southern 
rule through th e election of G eneral G ar­ 
field to the Presidency. 
Of course the 
adoption of such rabid propositions can 
only injure those who have recourse to this 
new variety of B oycottism . 
The Green 
ville county fanatics m ay succeed in driv 
in g all th e R epublicans ou t of th eir ueigh 
borhood, bu t th a t w ill be equivalent to 
banishing all th e enterprise and industry 
and intelligence. 
No R epublican, black or 
w hite, can have an ything to reg ret in los­ 
ing the sooicty of -such hopeless imbeciles 
as th e men who adopted these resolutiunB 
m ust be. 
I t is possible, however, th a t 
this is one of th e last flashes of expiring 
Southern intolerance. 
W e certainly hope 
so, and we can only regret th a t any South­ 
ern com m unity should have been so fool 
ish as to com m it itself to a policy of ram 
p ant hostility to th e dom inant p arty , ju st 
a t th e threshold of 
an 
adm inistration 
w hich is certain to m ake th a t kind of 
folly unprofitable. 


THE 
JEANNETTE. 


Professor N ordenskjold has w ritten a 
letter to th e New Y ork H erald in regard 
to th e fate of th e A rctic exploring vessel 
Jean n ette, and like all tho experienced 
arctic voyagers w ho have spoken on this 
subject, 
he is of th e opinion th a t no 
ground for apprehension as to th e fate of 
th e vessel exists thus far. 
H e suggests two 
possibilities : E ith e r C aptain DeLong may 
have steered southw ard to avoid th e ice, 
and consequently 
w intered 
somowhere 
near the N ew Siberian islands on the w est 
coast of W rangel Land, or he m ay in his 
eagerness 
to 
advance 
have 
become 
entangled in the ice east of W rangel 
Land. 
In 
tho 
second 
case th e Je a n ­ 
n ette 
m ay 
have 
been 
so 
crushed 
as 
to 
necessitate 
h er 
abandonm ent, 
though 
ht r 
strength 
renders 
this 
improbable. 
Even if it had been necessary 
to leave her, however, the crew m ight have 
been all saved, since experience has proved 
th a t several m onths m ay be safely passed 
on the ice fields. 
The Professor, however, 
does not believe th a t any disaster has oc­ 
curred, bu t holds th a t if th e expedition 
has proceeded successfully it will be im­ 
possible to hear from it before n ext spring. 
H is general conclusion is th a t ail th o fears 
which have been expressed regarding the 
safety of the Jean n ette are w ithout founda­ 
tion in reason, and th a t she is m uch more 
likely to be safe than not. 


THINKING 
BET IE R 
OF IT. 


The D em ocratic talk of contesting the 
vote of New Y ork appears to have died 
cu t. 
A member of the N ew Y ork Demo­ 
cratic S tate C om m ittee is reported as de­ 
claring th a t “ there has been no intention 
“ to oust Garfield. T h at th e County Com- 
“ m ittees were not directed, b u t advised, 
“ to protest against retu rn s on the ground 
“ of fraud, and th a t there never was any 
“ intention of protesting against tho form 
“ of the R epublican ballots.” 
If tho Dem­ 
ocrats who thought it possible to play the 
fraud game in N ew Y ork have really 
abandoned th e idea, so m uch the b etter for 
them . 
I t is probable, how ever, th a t if 
they have done so it ha3 been from a con­ 
viction of its u tte r fu tility , and not from 
any special repugnance to resort to such 
m ethods. 
The tiu th is, th a t an attem p t to 
dispute the vote of N ew Y ork would in­ 
volve the necessity of p erm itting contests 
of the vofee3 of half the Southern States, 
and therefore even under th e m ost dex­ 
terous m anipulation nothing could come 
of it. 


THE BURNED 
IN3ANE 
ASYLUH. 


The burning of th e M innesota Insane 
A sylum , or rath er one w ing of it, appears 
to have been fruitful of terrible scenes, 
even if th e disaster was no t so lam entable 
in destruction of life as a t first reported. 
The poor patientB, dazed and bew ildered, 
were in m any cases released w ith great 
difficulty, and th en taking fright a t the 
noise aud th e crowd, 
th ey fled in all 
directions, and injured them selves by ex­ 
posure to th e b itte r w eather, and by ru n ­ 
ning barefoot over th e frozen ground. 
I t 
seems th a t th e num ber of lives lost directly 
by fire is less th an tw enty, b u t it is feared 
th a t very m any more will die from the 
effects of the exposure. 
The A sylum ap­ 
pears to have been greatly overcrow ded, 
and one result of this is th a t th e nnhou3ed 
patients 
cannot 
bo 
accom m odated 
in 
th a t p art of th e building which escaped d e­ 
struction. 


A letter has been received a t Copenhagen 
from a young Danish sailor who is w ith 
Stanley in Africa. 
H e w rites th a t yellow 
fever had so w eakened th e expedition th at 
several of the m em bers w ere for turning 
back, w hereupon M r. Stanley called them 
together and said : “ N ot one of you shall 
I allow to tu rn back before the expedition 
is over. 
M y m otto is ‘ F orw ard,’ and even 
if a thousand devils w ith revolvers or dag­ 
gers opposed us, or illness, pestilence, and 
m isery threatened us w ith destruction, not 
even th en should I allow a single person to 
tarn-his nose hom ew ard.”

an increase of 20.7 per cent. 
1'iobably the 
exchanges not caused by sales of stock never 
weie so large before within 820,000,000- as 
they were last week. 
The increase here was 
partly due to heavy sales of grain. 
The 
saleH of wheat amounted to 7,517,000 bushels, 
of 
corn 
to 
2,146,000 bushels, 
of oats 
to 1,072,000 bushels. 
The dealings 
in 
cotton were also large, but all these account 
for but a small part of the exchanges, which 
clearly indicate th at the volume of general 
business has become larger than ever before. 
Outside this city, also, the exchanges show 
an iucresse a t almost every city, even in com­ 
parison w ith the extraordinary activity of 
November last, when the collapse of a tower­ 
ing speculation was a t hand. 
On the 
whole the average of prices with reference 
to the relative importations of articles in 
commerce is lower than it was a year ago. 
The increase in exchanges, therefore, indi­ 
cates a greater increase in the quantities of 
products sold, and the proportion of sales 
effected last year of a speculative character 
was decidedly larger than it is now. 
The 
volume of business is not only larger, there­ 
fore, than it was at this time last year, but 
altogether more healthy and safer in charac­ 
ter. 
Already there are elements of uncer­ 
tainty in the stock and money markets a t 
this time, which may cause a reaction for the 
moment not unlike th at w hich‘was seen 
about this date in 1879. 
Tho im portant dif­ 
ference is th at the merchandise m arkets are 
lees influenced by speculation, and ¿vi n the 
m arket for securities, though higher, appears 
to be upon a more Bolid basis.

the Pacific ccean on the west, and to con­ 
tinue the line to the city of Mexico.

I t is understood th at tho main 
ob ject of the pending efforts to consolidate 
the Central Pacific with the Union Pacific is 
to briug the control into this grand combina­ 
tion, and thu3 practically control the rail­ 
ways of the entire continent west of the 
Mississippi ami south to the very heart of 
Mexico. 
Another part ef the plan is to make 
General G rant President of the consolidated 
company, because it is believed G rant would 
be able to secure from the Government of 
Mexico every concession necessary to extend 
the read in the States of th at country. 
Jay 
Gould and the parties managing this scheme 
have been workiDg at it for some time, Thos. 
A. Scott being now in Texas to further the 
enterprise. 
The charter Acts and various 
laws of Congress relating to Pacific rai'roads 
have been carefully examined, and the R ail­ 
road Bureau of the Iuteriur D epartm ent has 
been consulted, and it hr.» been ascertained 
that there is nothing in the laws to prevent 
the contemplated consolidation. 
THE ABUVS CONTRADICTED. 
N ew Y o rk , November 17:h.—The Co«i- 
mercUl this evening says : G. P. Marasini, 
ot Ja y Gould’s office, said to a Commercial 
reporter th at there was not even a shadow of 
truth in the report of a railroad consolida­ 
tion with G rant a t the head.
